Ex-Senator* Carl Schnn and J. 


D. Henderson, and other prominent 
•ten of St. Louis, have forwarded a 


t letter to the President of the United 
SUtee relative to the counting of the 
electoral rote, with a request that be 
lay it before the Senate. 


They aay that the present condition 


of the country calls for some action 
which shall settle the political dis- 
quietude. The clause in the Consti- 
tution respecting the canvassing of 
the electoral Tote is quoted and pro- 
nounced indefinite and liable to 
diverse constructions. Any attempt 
to canvass the vote in a joint session 
of Congress is depreciated as certain 
to raise partisan issues and develop 
stale which may prove disastrous 
to the country The letter then pro- 
poses as a remedy that the whole mat- 
ter shall be transferred to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. It 
i* nrged that that is the only tribunal 
from which a fair, nnpartisan deci- 
sion, and one which will satisfy the 
whole people, can be obtained. To 
effect this the letter proposes that tho 
two Houses improve the three weeks 
preceding Christmas in framing and 
agreeing 
upon a 
constitutional 


amendment placing on the Supreme 
Court the ditty of canvassing the elec- 
toral vote. Most of the State Legis- 
latures meet immediately alter the 
holidays, when the amendment could 
be submitted.
